The Geiieral Appropriation Bill IB 


Slashed to the Extent of 


S.u'EAiiK^TG, April 1.—Tt waa a severe 


April Fool's day joke that Governor 
Budd perpetrated on the state printing 
office and ou various persona who had 
claims allowed by the late legislature. 
He cut from the general appropriation 
bill the sum of $275,000 for the support 
of tbe atato printing office for the two 
yearn follawiut: July 1st, aleo the $40,- 
000 for the printing of state text books. 
He alao cut out tho $2500 appropriation 
for a pumping plant at the stato capilol, 
$3000 for help for Capitol park, and for 
water for irrigating tho lawns. The 
printing office will probably bo able to 
rnu until June or July, but there ap- 
pears to be no alternative but for it to 
he shut down after that time for two 
years. 
' 


After vetoing these and other items 


and bills the Governor loclied the re- 
mainder of the bills, those pocketed, in 
his eafe and lelt .for Stockton. Juat 
what bills he pocketed cannot bo told. 
The total Burn vetoed ie ftWS^'J.oO. 


Governor Budd filed a long typewrit- 


ten document giving hia reaaon for veto- 
ing the printing office appropriations. 


"There can be no doubt that the con- 


troversy between the state printing of- 
fice and the chief executive of the state 
haa led certain political opponents to 
cunningly incorporate into the general 
appropriation bill, during the closing 
days of an excited session tbia unusual 
provision, and the executive of the atate 
deems it hia duty, iu order to maintain 
his constitutional right, to discharge his 
obligation to the public, to prevent the 
injurious operation of t-hia clause of the 
general appropriation bill, 


"Had the attempt been made by a sep- 


arate bill, it could never have been en- 
acted, but being inserted in the general

therein reject the entire bill, aud call 
an extra Eeaaioa of the legislature to pro- 
vide for the support of ail state institu- 
tions, or perhaps submit to being over- 
ruled as to all matters of deficiency and 
difference that might arise between 
himself and the state printing office. 
The author of tne change, however, in 
making the Hares, overlooked the clause, 
for whoae benefit and support appropri- 
ations are made in thia act, and has 
thus given tbe governor the power, 
without damage to any state institution, 
of preventing the accomplishment of 
tho design intended. 
"The injustice of the proposition in- 


tended to ha grafted on the lows by auch 
a'clause will be clearly aeon when it is 
understood that under the constitution 
tbe power rests with the governor to 
ot-.ject to any legislative bill, no matter 
what appropriation it may carry, and 
tbat, under thia constitution, hia objec- 
tion can bo only overcome hy a two- 
thirds vote 01 the members elected to 
each branch of the legislature, and that 
the constitution recognizing that the 
legislature bad closed its eeasion, the 
governor should be tbe one olhciat 
charged with passing upon the appro- 
priations for state institutions and laws 
passed by the legislature, and has con- 
ferred on him the absolute power to 
strike from any appropriation bill any 
item of expenditure. 
"Under the circumstances T deem it

Bhrewder than Greeley, Wattereon and 
Bowlefi; they know what not to say and 
they don't Bay it. They will precipitate 
no reform; not they, for they are too 
shrewd. They will mould no popular 
thought, for again they are too shrewd. 
They will lead no great movement; 
rather, like the tin can attached to 
8 dog'a tail, they will be dragged at the 
rear of it, for they are shrewd. Aud if 
these assertions are doubted by any 
reader of the San Francisco daily papers, 
he has but to ask himeelf for the in- 
Btance where these papers have moulded 
public opinion and Ma doubt will bo 
hashed. 


It is the religionsly observed rule of 


San Francisco dally journalism to tickle 
as it is tickled. Wo of the interior, 
•while often wondering at the big little- 
ness and little bignesn of the metropoli- 
tan daily press, know very well how to 
take advantage of 
this peculiarity.

Does this seem a picture of too small a 


condition of affairs to be applicable to 
any journalism that terms itself metro- 
politan? He who thinks so shows little 
observation of tbe San Francisco papers. 
Tbe depicted condition is jnet as it is 
known to exist by the editors of tbe in- 
terior, and their knowledge not infre- 
quently ie carried into action. Know- 
inz tbe peculiar littleness with which 
they have to deal, they feel that they 
may as well take advantage of it. 


It is a pity that San Francisco baa not 


one great, opinion-moulding daily paper, 
bat it has not and it seems in vain to 
hope for it. At least, the promise of it 
cannot be read today. In tbe meantime 
we do the beat that we can witb tho big 
littleness and little bigness which they 
daily present to their readers. 


IE there has been a new idea ad-

fraud is injurious to every person who 
is any way interested in tbe fruit bnaii 
in this state. Every can of colored gela- 
tine, for instance, that is sold, doss its 
share toward lessening tbe reputation 
and decreasing the sale of our fruits 
The wonder ia that men wbo are vitally 
interested in the fruit industry have tol- 
erated this base imposition BO long as 
they have. 


Just one other point made at the 


jrocerfl* meeting may receive a little at- 
tention at this time. It was held aa a 
grievance tbat the dealers were given 
no time to rid themselves of adulterated 
stock, but were pounced upon by the 
aw without warning.

Aiiy-law tbat we have should 
be vigorously enforced regardless of the 
corn plain IB of men who have profited by 
tbe sale of adulterated food products. 


WHEN a mim of ei-Preeident Har- 


ridou'a conservatism and found judg- 
ment recognizes that new laws are 
needed for the government and contro' 
of corporations, it may safely he taken 
for granted that tho demand for such 
lawa haa passed the stage when it could 
bo termed.the monthiDgof agitators and 
extremists.

of the armament of battle ships and 
coast defences; it does this without tbe 
aid of any domineering combine, and 
it can evidently make armor plate in 
the same way. 


Borne of these arrogant truete need to 


be taught a lesson in decent business 
principles, nod thtro is none of them 
wbicb stands EO much in need of it as 
this same armor plate combine. The 
REPUBLICAN hopes to eee the govern- 
ment make an example of it. 
A better

MADE BRANDY OF FIGS. 


Six Barrels Seized at the Tenney 


Distillery Yesterday.

made a eeizuro of ais barrels of brandy 
at the distillery of the A. F. Tenney 
Company in this city.

gally distilled by the Tenney Company, 
and the report having been verified the 
otficsra named made a descent upon'.the 
distillery yesterday. 


It appears that the company baa of 


late been making brandy from rigs. The 
law permits certain fruits to be used in 
the manufacture of brandy, but figs are 
cot among them, and the company has, 
therefore, been guilty of an illegal act. 


It ia claimed by tho company that it 


wag in iunoranco of the law. Of course 
thia will not prevent the prosecution of 
it on the charse of illicit distilling, but 
it will probably result in a small penalty 
being in)posed.

ompanied by about twenty-tive follow- 
ers. 


Near Gevna theGreeka engaged an ad- 


-ance postof Turkish troops commanded 
by a German officer. The loss to the in-

quently returned across the border into 
the Greek territory. 


It ia difficult to pee how war between 


Greece and Turkey can ba avoided. 


It la rumored io diplomatic circlea 


here that King Georce sent a message to 
the Czar ut Kueaia Eay ine tlia.1 Jt would 
be impossible for Greece to yield to the 
powers regarding Crete and that^ it ia 
equally impossible to recall tbe Greek 
troops from Theesaly in view of the ex- 
cited condition of the public mind. 


Itisbelievsd tbat eveii the annexation 


of Crete- would lall to uatibfy the Greeks, 
who are so imbued with the war fever 
that nothing short of severe blood-letting 
will cure them. 


The Grtifikc, it ia further believed, 


"reatly underestimate tho strength of 
the Turkish forces in Macedonia and 
Epiroa. Edhem Pasha, the Turkish 
coinmander-in-cbief, now bae at bis dis- 
posal about 150,000 fighting maa and 
300 Krupp KUUB. Ue al?o has an ample 
supply of ammunition, P. fair commis- 
sary, and his medical staff and hospital 
corps are in satisfactory condition. 


All the strategic points on the frontier 


are occupied,defended by newly thrown 
up earth'worka and other defenses, and 
are supplied with powerful batteries of 
artillery. To attack thia lino of de- 
fense, it is understood, tbe Greeks can- 
not muster more than 60,000 
men,

permitting the immediate departure of 
those of the MusanlnianB in Crete who 
have expressed a desire to emigrate, and 
this wilt probably be agreed to, but as 
to tbe withdrawal of Turkish troops, the . 
Sultan haa not yet shown any d'iepoai- 
tion to submit to that demand. 


Tha Austrian Government, upon the 


representations of the porte, haa pro- 
hibited the exportation from Trieste of 
7,000,000 cartridges, which were in 
uouree of shipment to Greece. 
The 


representatives of Greece have protested 
against thie action upon the part of tbe 
Austrian government, claiming it is il- 
legal and arbitrary, aa no state of war 
exists. It Is not likely that the protest 
will have any effect. 


Tbe work of preparing for tbe defense 


of Salonica is now said to have beon 
completed and all danger ot an attack 
upon this Turkish base of supplies is be- • 
lieved to have passed.

in Freano county in all its branches; the 
collection of anv information relative to 
farming for the benefit of its members, 
and the diffusion of the earne amongst 
them by lectures and otherwise.

Tiie character of tbe land ig 
unditiutinp, iheaoilia ot a 'calcareous 
nuturt arid in some placea i3 intermixed 
wiui saud aad vAtiea in depth from five 
to twenty feet, Tbe subeuuU ia a dis- 
integrated granite, which holda tbo 
mc-^inre, and tho treea now tive yeara 
old, Mr. Williams informs me, have 
made a remarkable growth, aud have 
novur been irrigated. Laet year, as in 
ali other parts of tbe atato. his crop was 
liiiht, but the oliv«a that were on the 
treea matured without showing any 
ei(jna of suriveling, which U an indi- 
cation that there IB a suflicionoy of 
moiatnre in the soil. In thin connecHon 
I wisb to aay that the shrireliug of the 
berries just before tuey reach maturity 
ia a sign1 that the soil is dry and tho 
treee require water. 


The first orchard planted by the Cali- 


fornia Fruit and Wine Land Company, 
near Reedloy, ia located on a hili which 
baa a riae of about twenty feet above the 
remainder of the ranch. Tbie^oil J^wbat 
is commonly known aa "dry bog," aud 
IB only found in the foothill regicns of 
tbia country; it ia in reality a black 
adobe, wonderfully rich, but very diffi- 
cult io work. The treea are irriRated 
from reservoirs located on the top of a 
bill. The Nnvadillo Blanco trees, now 
S year,a old, have made a mnuniticDiit 
growth. Many of them a foot above thu 
base, will measure ten inches in diam- 
eter. They were loaded down with fruit 
last season, and the manner iu which 
thoy bore gave ample evUeuca of the 
pro Inctivenfijje of the aoili 


Iu my own orchard of sixty acrea, 


planted mostly in a sandy loam varying 
in jleptb from eight to twelve feet, I find 
that unless my trees are irrigated tbe 
olives will invariably ehrivel juat before 
reaching maturity. My trees ara now 
seven yeara old and since their third 
year have raceived only one irrigation 
annually. This paat eecson, had tbe 
crop been a heavy one, I would have ir- 
rigated twica> once in May and again in 
September: but with fl liiihi crop in 
prospect I considered this imnereaaary, 
and with the exception of a few trees 
which were overloaded with fruit the 
berriefl matured without showing aay 
eiiroa of shriveling 


"Tne queeiion, "Will olives do well in 


hard pun or alfeali?" has often been 
aaked of me. I would preier the latter 
of tbe two uolla, unless it ia so badly im- 
pregnated chut nothing but ajick rab- 
bit anoTalkAli weeds will tbrivo thereon. 
I^iave wfii'ii orchards ^rowinu in hard 
pan. TiiR trees were apparently in 
good condition aucl were turiving, but 
they w«re young, and I am very much 
ini'hned t.;» believe that na they grow 
older thuy will become stunted and will 
not respond, even with the boat of care, 
like tr*p3 planted on ijood land. 5fy 
ad nee to tboae who have thia character 
of Mil to Contend with ia by ail means 
to blast a2d^ break up tho bard pan;

Olives 
will thrive and produce excellent crops 
of fralt in alkali where vines and -other 
in-ee am ft failure, and any ono who is 
skeptical on niispoiritn^erlannly to visit 
t!ie oicuard of Paria Alleu, near Selma, 
to t)0 convinced.

The value of the California ripe olive

ta original state; and even if you do 
succeed, tho olive will not keep well. 
Soil your final brine to keep out impuri- 
iea and add about eight ounces of, alum 
to a hundred ealloaa ot water for tho 
mrpoae of clarifying tha liquid. For 
ihipmant u^e either oak or fie barrels 
.never use pine, as it will give the olives 
a pinay flavor which renders them an- 
mlatable) and ba careful to steam oat 
;he barrets or waah them with aal eoda 
and hot water before using. 


In a abort article like this it ia nimbly 


out of the question to go into details 
concerning varieties, and at the present 
;ime, where tharu is flo much doubt as 
to what will prove the uiuet remuner- 
ative—olive oil making, or pickling—I 
would recommend the planting of vari- 
eties adapted to either purpose. Amoog 
.hose which have been very extensively 
planted throughout tbe stnta, and have 
;iven very satisfactory results, ftro the 
iollowing: 
Mission, Manza, KaoiHo, 


^evadillo, Blanco, Rubra, Uvaria, Ob- 
onga, Columella, Pendulina and OhlizB. 
There are of couree nuraerouH other 
varieties, bnt they have not been dis- 
aeininatfid much, BO that nothing defin- 
ite can be aaid concerning them, for tbo 
ireaent afi leaat. The very large olivea, 
n my opinion, will nevjr be BO much in 
dotnand in the ripe etate as the vari- 
otioa of medium sizo, for they lack the 
ine, delicate, nutty Jiavor whinh makes 
,he latter so attractive to epicures. 


A few worde in regard to tbe pruning 


of tho olive will no doubt, bo of interest. 
The trees before leaving the nursery 
ebould have all tbe lateral branches 
shortened in from one to two inched, 
and tho tops should be cut back, as thia 
prevents the evaporation of aap through 
.he foliage, and there is consequently 
very little lost in transplanting. The 
icct time to transplant olives ia when 
.hoy are in tha growing condition, from 
March lut to JVIay 1st, aa they then 
enft'ar but a very alight set-back, will 
,Urive much better find the percentage 
of loH« wili ba muuh leaa than if taken 
up ic tho dormant state. After plant- 
nt; tbe trees shoulil ba cat back to 
within sixteen or twenty inches from 
.be ground, or wherever it is desired 
>hat the head shall be formed, and in the 
5rat year all growth starting cloae to the 
[round or on the body of the trso 
ehould be allowed to remain, ae it pre- 
vents the stem from Ban-burning and 
iroraotoa root growth. 


The following year all thia prowtb 


ihould be removed, except four or live 
iraucbea properly distributed at the 
loint where the head IB to ba formed, 
md these should be shortened in to 
within sic or eight inches of the body of 
;he tree. The year after these branches, 
n turn, should be shortened in at least 
me half, and should any new branches 
lave started from the main body they 
should be removed. This shortening in 
method will canae the etem and body of 
.ho tree to become strong and stocky, so 
;bat when the tree ia old enough to bear 
fruit it will not break down or require 
support to prevent, thn branches trotn 
Dreaking off. The natural tendency o! 
nearly all the olives ig to shoot upward, 
like a poplar, and unless this method of 
shortening in is carefully followed every 
year, it is only a question of a abort time 
when ail the fruit will be on the top of 
the tree. 


It must be borne in mind that prun- 


ing is just aa essential to tbo olivu us to 
the psach or pear, for the shortening in 
of the branches promotes young growth 
throughout the entire tree, and your 
fruit is evenly distributed and is not all 
in the top. 
If not pruned an olive will 


come into bearing in three yeara in our 
valley, but the vitality of the tree will 
bo greatly 
impaired and when old 


enough to prodnna a full crop it will fail 
to do so. An olive at fi yeara of ago will 
produce at a low estimate from fifty to 
sixty pounds of fruit ?.n<\ it, takea from 
five to seven pounds of olives to make a 
gallon. The ripe pieklud olivea sell in 
fifty-gallon barrels from 50 to 75 cents 
per gallon. 


The advantages of our localitv over 


many other parta of the siite may be 
summed up in a few worde: Cheap 
lands and an unlimited supply of water 
at a low rate, and iit addition to thia our 
entire freedom from insect pests, par- 
ticularly the black scale, which haa 
proved BO trouhlesemo in the southern 
part of the state. There is etill another 
point which should not be overlooked, 
and that is the early maturity of the 
olive here as comparftd with other local- 
ities, notably in the coast counties, 
where, the difference is two weeks in our 
favor.

market to the consumer as the BOtdlosa 
and other California raisino. 


While too late to have tne duty fixed 


in the bill as introduced, we have baen 
aoaured by most of tho committoemen 
thatitflbalf be amended by them to 
meet our wishes before it paeaee the 
house. 


The difficulties of passing a tariff bill 


are so great, the number of amendments 
offered on the floor BO many, and the 
discussion indulged in EO interminable 
that some arbitrary method of shutting 
off both amendments and discussion 
has bsen adopted. This is done by reac- 
lution, allowing so many days for gen- 
eral diacaaaion, members of the commit- 
tee being given precedence; so many 
days for offering amendments, daring 
which time every member is limited to 
five minutes in debate, and the final 
vote on the bill at tbe end of ten days. 
As the measure represents a political 
policy, the majority, in caucus, agree to 
vote for no amendments not reported 
by the coromitti.d; but even committee 
amendments may bo rejected by the 
bouse. 


The committee of ways and means is 
>mpoaed generally of the oldeat and 


beat informed members of the houee. 
To be a member of this committee ie a 
distinction accorded to recognised lead- 
ers. They are supposed to be men of 
national 
repute 
and 
brond minded 


enough to be uninfluenced by personal 
or local interests. That as individuals 
or ea a committee, they are not infalli- 
ble ia quite evident, but that they are 
influenced by triiloa or corruptly no one 
belfeves who is familiar with legisla- 
tion. 


So in presenting our case our purpose 


has been to show its importance as a 
part of the protective tariff law as ap- 
plied to fruitti, and its benefits to all as 
well as to tho few who grow raisins. 
As between the American producer and 
the importer and speculator in Zanta 
currants one quickly decides for the pro- 
ducer. If the hieher tariff gives the 
producer the market and doea not in- 
crease the price to the conBUumr there 
can be no further argument. We have 
demonstrated by purchase in the open 
market that the Zante currant is sold 
for aa much ur more than a better qual- 
ity of California seedless raiaina. The 
reasons for this are that tho dealer's 
profita on the imported cnrrants are 
larger than on the domestic raieius, so 
that they are handled in preference. 


The wholesalers urge tbe sole of cur- 


ranta and are strongly oppoaed to a 
tariff on them. They toll concreae that 
they are currants and not grapes, and 
are not grown in this country; that the? 
are tbe food of the poor, sold for much 
leas than tbe raisin; that they do- not 
compete with any American product, 
and nnder our system of tariff should 
come in free of duty. We have dis- 
proven these assertions, apparently to 
the eatiafaction of every member of the 
committee, and there is no reason why 
we should not be given tbe verdict. 


Our caeo ia made, and when the houee 


pRp.aes upon it we shall come home, 
trnstinc Senators Perkins and White to 
look after onr interests when the tariff 
bill reaches tbe senate.
